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“THREE LAKES” 
RAILWAY 
ON THE “HELL’s 
VALLEY ” LINE 
ie 


On the “Three Lakes ” 
a branch line of the ~‘ Hell’s Valley’ (Hoel. 
lental) Line between F reiburg and Neustadt, 
writes Franz Schneller, lies the highest rail- 
way station in Germany at a place called 
Bear Valley (Baerental): It is sitagted at an 
altitude ot over Z,LO0 feet. and neai oy is the 
Feldberg, whose altitude is 4,500 meters. The 

Three Lakes’’ Line starts at Titi Lake, and 
was opened to traffic December 1, 1926. It 
became at once a favourite route for tourists, 
as one can travel with one day’s trip from 
Freiburg and take in all mountain peaks of 
the southern part of the Black Forest. 


THE THREE LAKES 


The three lakes are known as Titisee, 
Windfallweiher and Schluchsee, and the 
natives have nicknamed the railway after 


Railway, which is 


It runs through a landscape of unusual 
beauty, which is due in part to the glacier 
formations which stretch their tongues of 
ice deep into the valleys, and have during 
the ages hollowed out these mountain lakes 
from the cliffs. Legend surrounds the lakes 
at the foot of the Feldberg, which in folk- 
lore are considered to be bottomless and en- 
chanted. Of Titisee it is related that in olden 
times a flourishing city and monastery stood 
on the site of the lake, whose inhabitants 
hollowed out their loaves of bread to use 
the crusts for slippers, and that, as a 
punishment for their wantonness, the city 
vanished into the earth and the lake appeared 
in its place. 
Another bit of folk-lore tells how many 
years ago, when the lake above Hell Valley 
threatened to overflow its banks, an old witch 
came and, muttering enchanted’ words, 
threst her white kerchief into the breach in 
the dam and stopped the flood. ‘The legend 
goes on to say that each year a thread of 
the witch’s kerchief wears away, and that 
when the whole kerchief is gone the waters 
of Hell’s Valley will break through 
and submerge the City of Freiburg. The 
townsfolk of Freiburg are fond of relating 
this old legend, but do not show enough 
anxiety about it to express any fears of the 
prophesied shower-bath. From the lake, the 
railway ascends to the region of plateaus 
and highland heaths. This is the pasture- 
land of the cottagers of the Alm; cow bells 
can be heard all around. For centuries the 
people of the valleys have driven their herds 
up to this heath-land every year after Whit- 
suntide. 


EARLY HISTORY 


In the seventh century, when this high- 
land country was impassable primeval forest, 
lonely hermits dwelt here and went among 
the waste stretches of the southern slopes of 
the Feldberg spreading the light of 
Christianity among the people living there. 
The actual settlement of this region, how- 
ever, did not occur until the eleventh century, 
when the famous monastery of St. Blasius 
was built. Its second abbot, Werner (1045- 
1068), began. the work of making the southern 
part of the Black Forest arable by clearing 
out some of the forest land, and so it comes 
that the beautiful meadows around. Bernau, 
from which Hans Thoma’s painting themes 
are taken, are due to the labours of those 
ancient monks of St. Blasius. 

To the right and left of the railway 
stretch the primeval landscapes of the Blac 
Fowst, those mountains of such unspeakable 
beauty, having a character that is all their 
own. Far and wide over hill and dale he 
the groups of peasant farmhouses, black with 
age, and beyond them rise the rugged cliffs 
from the fragrant verdure, from which clear 
trout, streams rush down into the cool valleys. 
Wherever one alights from the train, one 
steps into a mountain solitude, where the wy 
living soul one meets perchance 1g. a wood- 
cutter or a gatherer of berries. All else is 
ancient virgin forest of fir trees. 


VIEW FROM ABOVE 


When the traveller is on these gyre 
heights of the Black Forest, and the grea 
seas of fog are dispelled in the breeze, he 
can see the distant valleys and mountains as 
islands appearing through the mists. Far 
away, like gems of blue grass, shines the 
zig-zag profile of the Alps, from Glaernisch to 
Mont Blanc, that grand range of Swiss moun- 
tains—Uriro, Titlis, Pilatus, von Eiger, Jung- 
frau, Moench, Brerthorn, etc. The railway 
proceeds from Bear Valley via Altglashuetten, 
to Windgfaellweiher, via Aha to. Schluchsee 
and Seebrugg, where one transfers from the 
railway to an autobus running to St. Blasius, 
Hotzenwald. Todtmoos, Hoechenschwand, 
Bernau, Menzenschwand, and thence to the 
Upper Rhein. The cultural centre of this 
highlaad forest region is St. Blasius, where 
knowledge and science so flourtshed im the 
early days, that at the end of the 11th: 
century it was one of the greatest seats oÍ 
learning of the age, and was possessed of such 
great wealth that when one of its monks made 
a journey to Rome he could pass each night 
on the journey in a house owned by the 


monastery. 
CHIEF ATTRACTION 


The chief attraction at St. Blasius’ still 
remains the enclosed cloister gardens of the 
old monastery and the beautrful rotunda 
church, built after the style ‘of the Churcb 
of Maria della Rotonda in Rome What a 
magical attraction this lofty dome, rising 
above the tops of the fir trees, must have 
had on the peasants of the Black Forest in 
olden times, can 7 be ee 

lden Age o e monastery was - 
shy Ea time ei the Abbot Martin Gerbert, 
who rebuilt both church and monastery after 
a disastrous fire in 1786. St. Blasius’ fame 
and ularit at a place of cure and re: 
cuperation is due to its sheitered position from 
wind and weather, and to the complete 
absence of mountain fog.

THE PUBLIC BODIES ORDER 


Mr. O hUadhaigh referred to a letter from 
the Local Government Department in June, 
1935, in which the only peremptory portion 
was that the Public Bodies Order. should be 
complied with, and that departures therefrom 
should only be made after exemption had been 
formally sought and sanctioned by the 
Minister. He asked the witness whether any 
attempt had been made up to date to carry 
out the one direction contained in the 
Department’s letter. 

Mr. Raftis, in reply, referred to a report 
he had made a month after receipt of the 
letter referred to, and said that after the 
inquiry the Department wrote that it was not 
necessary for them to comply with the Public 
Bodies Order in 1935-36. 

Mr. OhUadhaigh—Did the exemption 

extend to the current year ?—On the face of 
it, it would not extend after 3lst March last. 
Has any attempt been made since then to 
bring the practice of the Corporation into 
— i with the Public ies Order ?— 
No. 
The reason was, firstly, added the witness, 
the unfortunate death of the Town Clerk, and. 
secondly, the special audit and the general 
upset of the offices. Further, there had not 
been time, and he had thought there was 
no need until the inquiry was finished to 
make a demand for exemptions. He thought 
that the procedure to be adopted would be to 
ask for exemptions enabling them to continue 
as at present in so far as the present arrange- 
ments were agreed to. They would see how 
the Public Bodies Orders fitted in with their 
work, and, if they did not fit, exemp- 
tions would be sov zht. 


A MISSING DOCUMENT 
Mr. Raftis pointed out that even in 1918 
it was found that the Public Bodies Order 
then in operation was not suitable. In 1904, 
when the Order came into force, the Cor- 
poration got a full and complete list of 
exemptions, and that list was recorded on 
aper. He saw it in the Town Clerk’s office 
in 1920 when he was Acting Town Clerk, but 
when he came back in 192l—after all the 
military raids—it was missing. He asked 
the Department for a copy, but they were 
unable to grant it. Apparently the copy was 
destroyed in the Custom House, Dublin, and 
the original in Waterford. He mentioned 
that during the Black and Tan period the 
Town Clerk’s office was raided twice and his 
own Office once. 

Mr. Raftis said that in regard to the pre- 
sent year he could not have been expected to 
send in a list of exemptions

Mr. Raftis replied that it was retained 
principally to keep the cash accounts going 
when payments had to be made in respect of 
certain Corporation schemes, such as housing. 
It was more economical to use the money 
there than to apply for bank overdraft ac- 
commodation.

FRENCH PENAL 
SETTLEMENT TO GO

Devil's Island, the terrible penal settlement 
in Guiana where thousands of French convicts 
have met their doom, will in all probability 
be abolished within the next twelve months. 
Already the grim export of convicts has 
been stopped, and the famous prison boat, 
La Martiniére, which has carried countless 
numbers to a living death, is never to sail 
again. 

Two Frenchmen in particular are respon- 
sible for the impending reform—M. Mare 
Rucart, Minister of Justice, and M. Marius 
Moutet, the Colonial Minister. 

According to the Paris Soir, M. Moutet de- 
scribed Devil’s Island as “‘A boil growing on 
the Colonial body.” He admitted that it 
would be dangerous suddenly to set the 
convicts completely free, but proposed they 
should be placed under police control for a 
while and made to'report at stated intervals. 
“It would be a good thing,” he said, '“to 
send a commission to Devil's Island for six 
months with full power to act, the members 
of it being drawn from the Colonial Depart- 
ment and the Department of Justice. 

‘They would make a full investigation and 
work out a solution of the problem on the 
spot. Convicts who cannot be set free will 
have to be sent to a new prison, which will 
be built specially for the purpose.’’ 

M. Rucart, the Minister of Justice, told the 
same newspaper that he had been advocating 
the suppression of Devil’s Island ever since 
he had been on the Committee of the Salva- 
tion Army, which had established welfare 
work among the convicts and liberés. and 
arranged the return to France of 62 time- 
expired men during 1935. 

He said:—‘‘I don’t think there is one 
single man who wants to continue this trans- 
portation of convicts to the tropics. France 
will follow the example of other nations. 
England has given up transporting convicts 
to Australia. She now interns convicts in 
risons in the United Kingdom, and there 
ave been no complaints, except from the 
convicts themselves. 

“ As to the conditions under which we 
shall carry out the reform, I am not in a 
position to speak, but both M. Moutet and 
myself are determined to see it through with- 


out delay.”

Unemployment assistance is i Soc for 
persons whose means do not exceed certain 
limits, and who satisfy statutory conditions 
and are free from statutory disqualifications. 
At the time of application applicants for un- 
employment assistance aresiniormed of the 
statutory coaditions which they must fulfil 
in order to receive payment of assistance, 
their attention is directed to explanatory and 
warning posters, and they are agg with 
@xplanatory and cautionary leafiets. Persons 
other than those entitled cannot, therefore, 
obtain payment of unemployment assistance 
unless by misrepresentation. 

Fraudulent misrepresentation by persons 
applying for unemployment assistance adds 
to the anha of the taxpayer and to the 
difficulties of administration. The Acts pro- 
vide severe penalties, including imprisonment, 
for persons guilty of such offences, and, owing 
to their serious nature, the Department. feels 
it incumbent on it to press. ior a rigorous 
application of these penalties in every case of 
conviction. Investigations are proceeding in 
a large number of cases, and the Depart- 
ment’s efforts to put a stop to fraudulent 
practices are being intensified.

Dealing with partridges, Mr. 
that the bill provided that the Partridge 
Shooting (Ireland) Act, 1899, shall have effect 
as if January 15, instead of February 1, were 
mentioned. At present the season was from 
September 1 to February 1, and he believed 
that a curtailment was necessary. Some 
people held that the shooting of partridge 
should be prohibited for a period of three 
years, following the practice in the Free State, 
which, he was assured, had been a success, 
but he did not wish to go too far. That 
might be a matter for an amendment. 

he bill also provided that the snipe season 
should be extended as a make-weight, and 
that the close season should be from March 1 
to August 12. The close season for wood- 
cock, the bill set out as from February 1 to 
October 1. Further protection of woodcock 
would have favourable results. 

The section dealing with duck, said Mr. 
Leslie, was the most controversial. It pro- 
vided for the curtailment of the season by a 
month, from March 1 to February 1. ‘There 
was, he said, a lamentable shortage of ducks, 
and if something were not done to protect the 
diminishing supply of wild fowl, in a very 
few years there would be virtually no wild 
duck left in Northern Ireland.

THE SLUM PROBLEM 
y 


The building programme in the City of 
Dublin consisted of 9, cottages and 6,738 
flais, at a cost of £7,310,000, said Mr. Martin 
O'Sullivan in the course of a debate on the 
housing problem at a meeting of the North- 
East Branch of the Labour Party in Gardiner 
street, Dublin, last night. Since the passing 
of the 1932 Housing Act, he said, 4,210 flats 
and cottages had been completed. He traced 


the history of housing progress in the city 
since 1930, and said that since the reorganisa- 
tion of the Housing Department many diffh- 
culties had been overcome, principally that 
of the delay caused by various factors in 
clearance orders. The Corporation was 
making housing plans two years in advance. 
From the financial viewpoint, the success of 
the last loan had wiped out the obstacles 
created by the state of the money market. 
They aimed at an output of 2,000 dwellings 
per annum, but obviously that was not 
sufficient to meet present needs. 

He was in a position to state, after dis- 
cussion with the City Manager on the 
question, that the aim had now been increased 
to 3,000 dwellings per annum, and the City 
Manager would allow no consideration to 
interfere with the solution of this problem. 
20,000 dwellings were urgently. required. 
Thousands of people were living in condi- 
tions which by no stretch of imagination 
could be compared with the conditions of 
greyhounds in the kennels of Shelbourne 
Park or Harold’s Cross. But’the public con- 
sciousness was being aroused to the fact that 
this could not be tolerated any longer. When 
the Corporation would make an appeal to 
the citizens, possibly in the spring, he hoped 
that the ~response would be such as would 
give pleasure to all who work in the interests 
of the slum-dwellers. The Government con- 
tribution in the form of subsidies to the 
Corporation since the operation of the £932 
Act had amounted to £115.816. 

Mr. James Larkin said that even if they 
pulled down all the slums and replaced them 
with new houses they would still have 
poverty problems and slum problems, because 
the people in the slums had the slum type 
of mind, and until they were educated to the 
fact that they were entitied to all the rights 
of God’s children the problems would remain. 
At present they were not building houses for 
the people of Dublin; they were building for 
the profit-makers, who were exploiting the 
people.

Five new jurors were sworn in, the first five 
having stood down soon after the trial 
opened yesterday, following a challenge by 


could not understand Welsh. 

Rounds of loud cheering by a vast crowd 
in the street was heard in Court at the close, 
and the judge turned and made a request to 
the Chief Constable, Mr. Edward Williams, 
who left the Court immediately. 

Special police precautions to guard against 
demonstrations ha. been taken, and a cordon 
was thrown around the Court before the trial 
began. 


THE CHARGES 


The charges on which the three men were 
committed for trial accused them of unlawful 
and malicious damage to buildings, timber 
and other articles, the property of the King. 
to the extent of £2,355, and feloniously and 
maliciously setting fire to certain buildings, 
the property of the King. 

There was a scene early in the proceedings, 
when the defendints protested to Mr. Justice 
Lewis, who was on circuit for the first time, 
that ths proceedings shoul! be conducted in 
the Welsh language. | 

Eventuaily the three defendants pleaded 
not guilty, ‘under protest,” in English, the 
judge having stated that there would be an 
igterpretation where necessary. 

Mr. W. N. Stable, K.C., for the Crown, 
said that in the piteh dark David William 
Davies, night watchman at the aerodrom?, 
was held down while fire was set to the 
place. ‘‘ A terrible conflagration developed,” 
he said. ‘ Every single hut was burned to 
the ground... .” 


A LETTER 


Superintendent Hughes stated that a letter, 
signed by the three men, was addressed to 
the Chief Constable of Caernarvonshire, This 
stated: ‘‘Ever since the intention to build 
a Lleyn bombing camp was first announced 
we, and many leaders of public life in Wales, 
did everything we could to get the English 
Government to réfrain from placing in Lleyn 
an institution which would endanger all the 
culture and traditions of one of the most 
Welsh regions in Wales. . . . The English 
Government refuséd even to receive a de- 
putation. Therefore, in order to compel at- 
tention to this immoral violation of the sure 
and natural rights of the Welsh nation we 
have taken this, the only method left to 
us by a Government which insults the Welsh 
nation,’’ 

Lewis gave evidence. which was confirmed 
by Valentine and Williams, that care was 
taken that no one came to any harm from 
that act of protest. 

Mr. Davies (for Lewis) declared that the 
night watchman’s story was false. 


JUDGE SUMS UP 


Summing up, the judge said that the act 
with which they were charged was a protest, 
and a challenge, to the British Government 
and the law of Eng'a~ d. 

“You have heard from the lips of two of 
the accused men the suggestion that the 
whole of Wales «pproved oP this act. There 
are many patriotic Welshmen who would 
shudder at such an act of violence as this. 
But whether the act has. or has not. re- 
ceived the approbation. of Wales has nothing 
to do with this Court and if you are satis- 
fied that this was done then your duty is 
to find a verdict of guilty.” 

At the close. members of the crowd, among 
which were stated to be many University 
students, succeeded in seizing Mr. Lewis, 
Mr. Valentine and Mr Williams, and carried 
them shoulder high in procession through the 
streets, cheering and singing.

When they make a kill, the Terje Viken 
is informed, collects the carcase, arid, 
| while still at sea, converts the dead whale 
into marketable produce. A huge plant 
is built into the factory ship for the 
purpose. By this method no time is 
wasted in towing the whales back to the 
old-time land station, and, as a result, 
thero is virtually no limit to the 
operating area of a modern whaling fleet. 
Despite the restriction of the number of 
killing ships that may be used, and the 
brief period wherein hunting may be 
carried on, it becomes evident that the 
whale in a measurably short space of 
time must suffer extinction. The manu- 
facturers who use whale oil in their pro- 
ducts probably will be able to find some 
substitute ; but it is sad to think that the 
largest creature that sea or land ever has 
borne should vanish.

The commercial drama can 
look after itself, and it is fair to 
ask that the State should look after the 
drama which is presented at such theatres 
as the Abbey and the Gate ; for its service 
to the country is not to be despised. Yet, 
as Lord Longford himself pointed out, ; 
there is a danger that an art supported in 
this manner might become ‘‘a mere 
appendage of the Government.” It is bad 
that the playwrights in England and Ire- 
land should have to struggle with their 
present difficulties, but it would be 
infinitely worse if they were “ supported ”’ 
by the Government in the same manner as 
their brothers in Germany or Russia. The 
State, having supplied its aid, is tempted 
to demand a quid pro quo. In Berlin and 
Moscow the dramatist has gained financial 
security and has lost his reason for exist- 
ence; for he no longer is allowed to speak 
what is in his mind. All his work must 
be devoted to furthering. a politecal cause, 
and what was drama has become propa- 
ganda. Even when it does not go to such 
extremes, Government support implies a 
measure of Government control, and 
drama cannot really flourish if it is liabie 
to interference from outside. The Free 
State Government has acted wisely in its 
support of the Abbey Theatre, imposing 
no restraints; but the difficulty is that a 
wider measure of support either to the 
Abbey or the Gate would give it the un- 
doubted right—if not the duty—to claim 
la voice in the theatre’s policy.

A Black Magistrate 


A negro has been appointed magistrate 
in New York. He is Mr. Myles Paige, 
Master of Laws, a member of the Catholic 
Guild of Lawyers. For many years, 
although he is still but a young man, he 
has taken a considerable part in social 
work in Harlem, the part of New York 
where most of the negro population dwells. 
That which is surprising in these tidings 
is not that a black man should be a 
scholar, or yet that such a man should 
hold a responsible post: it is that these 
things have come to pass so late. It is 
reasonable that there should be black 
but that people 
should wonder at it. Black States exist, 
with senates and presidents. A year ago 
a black Emperor sat upon one of the 
world’s most ancient thrones, as yet un- 
shaken. Yet in the United States of 
America, where many millions of negroes 
are free citizens, it is reckoned a prodigy 
that one among them should ascend a 
magistrate’s bench to deal out justice to 
his own people.

The native Indians, a 
not ignoble breed, were treated as virtual 
outlaws for several decades, but they 
preceded the blacks in entrance to the 
white inan’s tolerance. Save those who 
choose to follow old ways in reservations, 
the redskins now are virtually merged in 
the new nation. It is otherwise with the 
sons of Ham. Freedom from chattel 


‘slavery came only after a civil war—in 


which, by the way, the Irish patriot, John 
Mitchel, lost two sons fighting for the side 
which resisted emancipation. Civic rights 
were conceded tardily, and are nullified 
still by the unwritten laws which ban the 
blacks from white social gatherings, and 
even from white places of worship. None

ESCAPING SOLDIERS 
BRING FIRST NEWS

FTER a long silence, the first direct 
news of the fighting on the south- 

east coast was obtained to-day, when two 
Government carabineers reached here from 
Estepona in a small rowing boat. 
The two men—Felipe Rey Herrero and 
Ricardo Martinez Rodriguez—were in a 
state of eat exhaustion when they 
beached their boat on the eastern shores. 
They were given hot tea and rum by 
residents from Catalan Bay village, who 
rushed to their assistance, while two 
privates of the 2nd Battalion of the 
Gordon Highlanders massaged them. 
Since the insurgents gained control of 
the Straits of Gibraltar news of the war 
on the south-east coast as far as the 
Government naval base at Malaga has 
been difficult to obtain. After recovering 
sufficiently to talk, but still drenched to 
the skin, the two men, both of whom 
claimed to have fought for the Govern- 
ment since hostilities began, told a sorry 
tale of suffering and defeat. 


BAD LEADERS: BAD SHOTS 


“During the past few weeks our posi- 
tion, which at first seemed most favour- 
able, has been reversed,’’ they declared, 
pointing out that they, like thousands of 
their comrades, had been quite unaware of 
how fast the insurgents were advancing. 

‘‘Our forces at Estepona, which is 
Malaga’s front line, have suffered serious 
casualties,’ they continued. ‘This has 
been chiefly due to lack of proper leader- 
ship. Generally we lacked ammunition, 
although our shooting was very poor in 
any case. It was a sheer waste of am- 
munition when attacks were carried out.”’ 
Estepona is not quite “half-way to 
Malaga from here, the Government naval 
base being about a hundred miles up the 
coast. 


militiamen, including 500 carabineers, 
but few regular soldiers, were in the 
front line. 


MILITIA DEMORALISED 


Describing a combined naval and air 
bombardment of Estepona on Friday after- 
noon, the men said that it demoralised 
the whole militia and townsfolk, many of 
whom promptly started to flee in all 
directions, but mainly to the hills. The 
two insurgent cruisers, Canarias and 
Almirante Cervera, opened fire with their 
respective 8-inch and 6-inch guns from 
very close range, and the ’planes swooped 
low. There were many losses, and much 
damage was done. 

‘An hour later,” said one of the cara- 
bineers, ‘‘insurgent forces, including 
Moorish units, advanced from Casares, 
Guadiaro and Manilva, and our position 
seemed desperate. 

“The next day, Saturday, several 
lorries packed with Riff troops were 
driven to a position five miles south-west 
of the town. When news of this advance 
spread less than a hundred militia stayed 
behind in Estepona. Virtualiy all our 
forces retreated by various routes towards 
Marbella, which is about twenty miles 
up the coast, as fires broke out in several 
places from incendiary bombs dropped by 
the insurgents.’’ 


USELESS FIELD GUN 


When ‘they rowed away from the town 
on Saturday — less than a score of 
people remained, these men said. They 
are quite convinced that the town has 
now fallen to the insurgents. 

Of the two field guns which the Govern- 
ment forces had placed in the suburbs of 
Estepona one went out of action after a 
month, and, as no one was capable of 
effecting repairs, it remained so. Ammuni- 
tion supplies came from Malaga. 
Commenting on their adventurous 
voyage, the men said: ‘‘ We rowed to 
Gibraltar for safety, and are glad to be on 
British soil. For the past three days and 
nights we have had nothing but sea water, 
and we have battled against strong 
adverse currents and very rough seas. 
“Yesterday we sighted the two insur- 
gent cruisers five miles away. We feared 
that our boat would be fired on, but the 
warship took no notice. They were head- 
ing for Malaga.’’ 

During the week end several trawlers 
were sunk by the Canarias off Estepona, 
and most of the crews drowned, within 
sight of their relatives, according to these 
two men, 


MOTOR AMBULANCES

The new “ amphibious ” airport will, 
as previously stated, be situated about 
fourteen miles from the City of Limerick, 
at Rynanna, on the County Clare shores 
of the River Shannon. It will be known 
officially as ‘‘the Kilconry International 
Airport,” and its capital cust—to be 
borne by the Free State—will be not less 
than £500,000, and may ultimately 
amount to a much higher figure. When 
completed, the ‘‘airport’’ will be 
operated, and its annual maintenance 
outlays contributed to by international 
flying organisations. 


SURVEYS MADE 


For many months past the Free State 
Board of Works have been engaged on 
carrying out surveys of the Rynanna 
peninsula, and making geological investi-

A NEW CANAL 


In order to provide the necessary watet- 
surface approaches for flying-boats between 
the main Shannon estuary and the site of 
the proposed hangars, it will be necessary, 
I am informed, to construct a new canal 
about half a mile long and several 
hundreds of yards wide. 

Other features of the scheme include the 
construction of several miles of metal- 
covered ‘‘runways,’’ so designed as to 
provide for ‘‘take-offs’’ and landings of 
heavy flying craft from whatever prevail- 
ing wind pressures may have to be 
encountered. 

Local interest in the whole project has, 
as might be expected, been intensified by 
the report that Galway Bay has been 
chosen by German air liner undertakings 
as the Irish entrepot between Europe and 
America, But general confidence prevails 
that the agreement which seems to have

The death of the foreign exchange 
speculator, virtual stabilisation of cur- 
rencies, and another drive to revive 
international trade is the immediate 
vista opened by the new Three-Power 
£850,000,000 Currency Agreement, which 
came into force yesterday es Britain, 
France and the United States. 

This new pact, which has been concluded 
between the partners in the recent 
stabilisation agreement sip. the de- 
valuation of the franc, is regarded as of | 
the utmost importance in the world’s 
financial centres—London, Paris, Amster- 
dam and New York. Its principal effect 
will be to place control of exchange rates 
in the hands of the Governments, and thus 
ensure the most effective working of the 
big exchange equalisation funds set up by 
the three countries. 

The amounts of these are :— 
Britain—£350,000,000. cy 
U.S.—£400,000,000 (2,000,000,000 dols. ) 
France — £100,000,000 (10,000,000,000 
francs), making a gigantic total of 
£850,000,000 for the stabilisation of ex- 
changes over the greater part of the 
world’s surface. 


POUND AND FRANC 
PROTECTED 


By the agreement each of the three 
equalisation funds will be prepared to 
sell gold in return for its own currency. 
In the case of the United States sales of 
gold will begin from to-day through the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York, as 
agents for the American Government, at a 
price of 35 dollars a fine ounce, plus a 
handling charge of .25 per cent. (point 25 
per cent.) sterling, and francs not having 
a definite value in gold will, at is under- 
stood, be converted into gold at a price 
which will vary from day to day. 

A most significant part of the new pact 
is that other nations are welcomed in the 
new arrangement, and it is clear from the 
recent debates at Geneva that stabilisation 
and steady exchanges are intended to be 
the first moves towards a new era of pros. 
perity, based on freer trade. 

Under the new agreement, announced 
from Whitehall and Washington, there is 
no suggestion of tying the pound or the 
franc to gold, but they are protectal 
against harmful fluctuations of the ex- 
changes, and the smooth working of 
exchange stabilisation ensured.

BISHOPS’ STATEMENT 


At the conclusion of the meeting the 
following statement was issued :— 
“‘Assembled for the October meeting at 
Maynooth College, we, the bishops of 
Ireland, avail of the opportunity of ex- 
pressing our profound distress at the 
sufferings inflicted on the Catholics of 
unhappy Spain. We know how shocked 
and how horrified our people have been 
by the brutal outrages on religion and 
humanity perpetrated by Communistic 
factions there, and how deeply they 
sympathise with that great nation in the 


, tragedy of ruin and shame it has been 


made to endure at the hands of an in- 
famous minority under foreign direction. 

“Spain at the moment is fighting the 
battle of Christendom against the sub- 
versive powers of Communism. In that 
fateful struggle it has, we believe. the 
pravers and good wishes of the great body 
of Christians throughout the world, and 
nowhere more than in Ireland, which is 
not unmindful of Spain’s kindness to our 
ancestors. 


CHURCH COLLECTIONS 


“ We feel that we are but satisfying a 
general desire among our people when we 
authorise, as we do now, collections to be 
made at all the Masses in the various 
churches of each parish on Sunday, 25th 
October, the Feast of Christ the King. 

“When these collections have been 
taken up in the parishes of each diocese, 
they are to be sent to the bishop, who will 
pass them on to Cardinal MacRory, to be 
transmitted by His Eminence to the 
Cardinal Primate of Spain for the relief of 
her suffering Catholics. In authorising 
these collections, we in no way wish to 
discourage similar collections that are 
being made for the same purpose with 
laudable zeal by other organisations, such 
as the Christian Front. On the contrary, 
our desire is to enlarge and support them. 

“In times of affliction and stress it has 
been the fruitful practice of the Church to 
turn the thoughts of her children to prayer 
und supplication. Society all over the 
world is beset with difficulties and dangers 
of the extremest kind, and the Holy 
Father, in grievous anxiety, appeals to 
the Faithful everywhere for the assistance 
of their prayers before the Throne of God. 


ATONEMENT FOR OUTRAGES 


“ Accordingly, to make atonement for 
the sacrilegious outrages committed 
against Christ, and in supplication for the 
victory of Christianity over anarchy and 
Communism, we direct that on the Feast of 
Christ the King—at least in the principal 
churches of each parish—the Most Holy 
Sacrament shall be publicly exposed where-

seven months’ imprisonment by the Muiili- 
tary Tribunal on charges of being a member 
of an unlawful association and refusing to 
answer questions. 

Mr. Geo. Murnaghan (instructed by Mr. 
J. 8. O'Connor, solicitor to the Attorney- 
General) prosecuted. The defendant refused 
to recognise the Court. : 

Sergeant McCabe, Skibbereen, said that 
on searching defendant he found two letters 
in his pocket. Both were addressed to the 
“* Adjutant of the F Company, Uglaigh na 
hEireann.” Both of the letters dealt. with 
the transport of collection boxes, and in- 
structed that all volunteers should be in 
Cork on a, particular Sunday. 

Sergeant Thos, Comer said that he searched 
the accuséd man’s house and found *docu- 
ments relating to the I.R.A. One of them, 
which was headed ‘‘ West. Cork No. 2 Bat- 
talion, Oglaigh na hEireann,” stated: '“ You 
will summon a parade of all volunteers in 
your unit for July 31, 1934, at the most 
suitable venue. A battalion officer will 
attend, He will report to you beforehand.” 


A GUARD'S QUESTIONS 


Superintendent O'Gara, Skibbereen, said 
that he asked the accused man a number of 
questions. One of them was: “Do yon 
remember the day Vice-Admiral Somerville 
em shot?’’ and McCarthy replied that he 
id. 

When. he was asked where he had been on 
that day he said: “I will not answer that 
guestion.” The witness asked the accused 
man if he had a brother in the Royal Navy. 
and he replied that he had. When asked if 
his brother had ever spoken to him about 
joining the Navy, McCarthy said that he 
knew nothing about it. 

When asked by the President if he wished 
to give evidence, the accused man said that. 
as a soldier of the I.R.A., he considered the 
Court an illegal one. . He did not know of 
any unlawful association. As a member of 
the 1.R.A., he was entitled to carry arms 
and drill, and in the fight for the republic he 
was entitled to take his place. In refusing 
to answer questions, he only was obeying 
orders. He already had spent six months in 
solitary confinement. One man had been 
murdered, but if Mr. de Valera wanted to 
break up the I.R.A. he would have to murder 
50,000 more.

INDUSTRIES 


OUTPUT INCREASED

The preliminary figures of the Free State 
census of production for 1935 in the clothing, 
fertiliser and chemical industries show, on 
the whole, a considerably increased net 
selling value. : 

In the clothing industry section about 75 
per cent. of the articles quoted show an 
increase in the net selling value over that of 
1934. The total selling value of goods 
produced in 1955 amounts to £2,518,497, au 
increase of £205,034 over the previous year. 
The most noticeable improvement has been 
in the section devoted to coats, wraps, 
costumes, blouses and the like, in which there 
appears to have been an increased selling 
value of products to the extent of £65,386, 
while in the section for rubber coats and 
proofings the production figures have in- 
creased from £122,010--to £160,396, an in- 
crease of £38,386. 

This industry gave employment to 11,640 
persons, of which 2,041 were men, during 
1935... This is also an imcrease over 1934, 
when the total number employed was 11,328. 

The amounts paid in wages, excluding 
earnings of outworkers, were £602,048 in 
1934, and £646,900 in 1935. The earnings 
of outworkers amounted to £7,457 and £7,662 
in 1954 and 1935, respectively. 

In the section devoted to fertilisers, 
chemicals, ete., there has also been increased 
production. The net selling value of 
fertilisers produced during 1935 was 
£579,651, as compared with £372,965 for the 
previous year. For chemicals, drugs and 
paints the total value of production amounted 
to £655,039, which was an increase of £95,825 
over the previous year’s figures. 

The total number of persons engaged in 
these industries during 1935 was 1,816, of 
which 442 were women, while the correspond- 
ing total for 1934 was 1,667. 

The amounts paid in wages were £136,634 
and £152,616 in 1934 and 1935, respectively.
